company caught fire In some unkown 
manner at 9 o'clock this morning, and 
now all of the property above ground is a 
mass of ruins. 


The offices, the engines bouse and the 


hoisting platforms with tho chutes are 
destroyed , and what is worse than any- 
thing else, the shaft is on flre and Is rap- 
idly burning^to the^bottom, 500 feet be- 
low in the body of the mine. 


For hours tho firemen have been labor- 


Ing heroically to prevent tho flames from 
extending to the mine. If tho coal takes 
flre there will bo no hope for tho valuable 
property. 


It is. just learned that the Ore started in 


some unaccountalbe manner in the shalt, 
thirty feet below the top, and burned 
fiercely. Manager Somers when ho dis- 
covered the flre reversed the fan so that 
eighty men atwork in theminej would not 
bo suffocated by the dcnso volumn of 
smoke. All of the men got out of the 
mine safely [through the escape [shaft. 


The entire population is gathered about 


the coal mine. ' 


All are working valiantly to extinguish 


the flames in the shaft. 


The loss ia now placed at $75,000, 


which does not include the loss of busi- 
ness to the company.

In 
case the corporation owning or controlling 
the bridge snail operate a street car lino, 
or permit any street car company to opur- 
ato u street car lino on tho bridge and ap- 
proaches, the fare for a* single passenger 
over tbe bridge for persons over 5 years of 
ngo shall not exceed 5 cents.

The weather crop bulletin for the week 


ending June 8, haa just been issued.

"The past week has been very.favorable 


for larm work and growth; showers were 
frequent and temperature nearly normal, 
cool tb-j first half and warm the last half. 
The heavy thunderstorms of Sunday seem 
to have been limited to small areas in the 
central and north counties. 
Crops have 


made rapid growth corn especially much 
of It is rather weedy from too wet fields. 
Oats are generally in excellent condition, 
although1 of rank growth and are heading 
well. Rye is being cut in early fields and 
promises well, little damage by rust. 
Wheat cutting continues in southern 
counties and is beginning in central. 
Pastures and meadows are generally good; 
old timothy fields are thin^ut young 
fields good, clover cutting is progressing. 
Potatoes and garden are doing fine, [early 
potatoes setting heavily. Fruits are fair; 
trees fruits somewhat whipped off by the 
storms; black and red raspberries are be- 
ing marketed in south counties and straw- 
berries and cherries in north.

Wheat harvest is progressing 
slowly as many of the fields are too wet 
for the binder and others lodged; th'e har- 
vest is generally much ahead of the usual 
seas on and the grain shows the effect of a 
dry seeding period, dryness in the early 
spring and damage by bugs.

The, 
numbers by th« High school orchestra 
and tho mandolin club were splendidly 
given and tho vocal solo by George Duns 
ton entitled "The Minstrsl Boy," was 
greatly applauded by the audience All 
of the addresses that were given were ex 
cellcnt and the young people proved them- 
selves orators indeed. 


The Salutatory. 


The Salutatory address was given by 


Dean Cool. In his opening remarks ho 
welcomed the visitors to tbe twenty-ninth 
annual commencement exercises of the 
Decatur High School. He mentioned the 
fact that all over tbe land commencement 
exercises were being held and classes were 
welcoming to their exercises the citizens 
of their cities. Of all of these none had 
more reason to extend to the townspeople 
a hearty welcome, than tbe graduating 
class ot the high school, on account of tbe 
kindness that has been shown. He said 
"Four long and bappy years-we have at 
tended the glorious high, school with 
which your bounty has provided us. 
When the class ot '96 entered ft a large ad- 
dition had just been completed wht3h in 
itself made it a building indeed worthy of 
note, but as wo turn away from it we 
leave behind a building nearly twice as 
large ag^the one wo found on entering. 
Not only has the building increased but 
this year's class outnumbers that of 
last year, large as it was. 
And if the 


salatatorihn of last year told yon that her 
class was the largest ever graduated in the 
state outside of Chicago tbe sulutatorian 
oC tbe class of '96 takes pleasure in telling 
you that tbe same holds true with his 
class. We feel that we owe to you a greai 
debt for yon have given us a priceless 
gift that of our education, and we fee) 
' that we can repay you for this only by 
living honest and upright lives that wil. 
iu2e:t honor upon jvu 2=d Epcu us. And. 


to repay this debt wo trust shall be the 
life wore of us all. 


After his Salutatory remarks, Mr. Cool 


Rave on oration on the subject "Diverted 
Talents." He spoke of tbe impressions 
received when looking on Niagara Falls 
and of tbe feeling of satisfaction exper- 
ienced when it was known that not all of 
tbe power of tbe falls was going to waste 
but was being used to turn machinery. 
But everyday about us there am losses of 
power aa great as those which took place 
at N iagara, which if utilized could do the 
world much good. These losses of power 
are in the intellectual and mental rather 
than the mechanical and physical. Few 
pause to consider for an instant these im- 
mense losses; though they take place in 
ourselves'few of us think 
of turning 


the power to any account. Diverted tal- 
ents are visible in every class of society, 
among the poor and rich, among those 
gifted with many talents and among 
those gifted with a few. 
Tho speaker 


said that tnere were instances of persons 
gifted with brilliant and versatile Intel- 
lect, who bid the power to move the 
world, and who has either misused the 
talents or lett them altogether in idleness. 
Lord Byron was cited as an example of 
this clasa. His name ia banded down In 
bistory more as what It might have been 
than for what it was. 
Tbe best of his 


writings exhibited a master genius which 
f used to the best adavntage might have 
produced works which could have been 
surpassed by none. He himself realized 
that he had accomplished nothing and 
tbat his life bad been a failure. 
It is 


sometimes said that boys and girls who are 
iright in their studies at the high school 
are not tbe ones who are great successes 
at college. The speaker gave thls^reason: 
The studies at the high school are of such 
a character that they can be grasped easily 
by tbe bright minds without much appli- 
cation. The college studies are more diffi- 
cult and as the students have not trained 
iheraeelves to hard work they do not 
make a success. Continuing on the sub- 
ect Mr. Cool said: "Talent as I under- 
itand it is adaptibllity for anything. 
I'hus a talent for literature ia adaptability 
or literature. 
Talent, however great, 


will accomplisb'nothing without energy 
and application. 
Nothing la so well 


adapted to tho rapid transportation of hu- 
man beings as the steam ^locomotive of 
today, yet take away the fire from the 
fur- 


nace and the water from the boiler and 
<he powerful locomotive is useless. 
A 


great many people aeem to think that 
;he men of genius in this world of ours 
who have achieved great fame have not 
had to work or apply themselves but 
have simply left their talents to do it all 
'or them. Nothing could be farther from 
tbe truth than this impression. Napoleon, 
who was perhaps the most masterly genius 
n war that the world has ever seen Is an 
excellent proof of tbe falolty of this idea. 
His life was one of continued worry and 
hard wort. He was the very embodl- 
nent of energy, application and action, 
And it was these very qualities, as much 
as anything else which mode him famoun 
and will contin ue to do so as long as the 
world shall stand. 
Every day In our 


walks of life wo meet people who possess 
genius of as high order as Napoleon. The 
ragged tramp, the pauper, the ruined 
spendthrift, may for all we knowx once 
lave possessed as great intellect as Bona- 
mrto. But Napoleon put forth all bis 
efforts in making use of his talents and 
tfie tramp, the pauper and the spendthrift 
allowed their's to be unused. 
Success 


crowned the efforts of Napoleon, failure 
marked the others. 


* "But it is not alone those whose^talonts 
are great who allow them to be diverted 
but also those whose talents are moderate 
or even small. How often In our school 
do we see pupils giving up in despair. 
They have not learned that a little talent 
and a great deal of energy will accomplish 
wonders, will almost accomplish the im 
possible," The speaker mentioned Wash- 
ington as a man who developed his every 
talent and made the best of them and in 
this connection said: "Energy, action and 
solf-sucirflce characterized his life, and 
note tbe result, a name that will be laud- 
ed to the skies as long as the Stars and 
Stripes shall float triumphant in tbe 
breeze, the eternal exponent of the doc- 
trine of liberty, a fame tbat reaches out 
beyond the limits of our country, clear to 
tbe benighted lands of Europe and cheers 
and inspires tbe heart sick one toiling 
under the iron heel of oppression* and 
tyranny. When we who ore endowed 
with only a few talents an discouraged 
and downcast, when we seem to be mov 
ing toward success at only a snails pace, 
when we are about to give up In despair 
let us look toward Washington, see what 
be accomplished, behold the glorious vic- 
tories of him who was one of us In that 
his talents were only moderate, let us 
look at him and taking heart press on- 
ward and upward to the great and glor- 
ious victory that awats all those who do 
their best." Reubenstein, the great Rus- 
sian co ID poser, was mentioned as another 
of those who rose to great fame wth only 
moderate talents. 


Continuing his address, Mr. Cool said 


that it was not to be supposed that these 
talents that are unused are the only ones 
that are diverted. A tilent made use 
of for an improper purpose is diverted ful- 
ly as much as one which ia not used at all, 
An unused talent was compared to an un- 
loaded gun, it codld do no one any barm 
or any good. But take the gifa and loac 
it and place it, in tho bonds of one tbat 
will use it right and much can he accom 
plished with its aid. Put it In tbe hands 
of an assassin and much harm can be 
wrought. A man who allows bis talents 
tc lie idle is a hindrance to tbe world's 


progress out how much greater a hind 
ranee Is he who uses his talent* for n 
wrone purpose. In tbe prisons ot the 
land and out of them there ore criminals 
whose skill in their Illegal badness \» 
simply marvelous and would make thorn 
as famous In tbe honest walks of life as 
they are infamous In their dishonest 
lives. A counterfeiter who could imitate 
paper monejr so slkllf ally with his pen 
tbat it could'not be detected was men- 
tioned as an example of tnls class. 
Such 


a man would have made his name famous 
by following some honest pursuit. 
In 


closing the valedictorian spoke as fol 
lows: "But criminals are not the only 
persons in tbe world whose wrongfully 
directed talents have made them danger- 
ous to society. 
Among the political 


bosses of our country, those untiring en- 
emies of good government, there are men 
who possess talents of a very high order. 
Take Thomas Platt for example. 
It Is 


said that his talent for oganlzing men is 
simply marvelous. Csed In the right di- 
rection this talent would make him a very 
efficient cooperator for bis country's good 
but put to the use to which it has been 
put it Is a very powerful hindrance to her 
best interests. No one can estimate tbe 
good which he could have done bad bo 
chosen the right instead of the wrong 
path. 


"The world's full develapemont de- 


pends upon the full developement of the 
talents of everyone of us. While the tal- 
ents of any one of us even the least, are 
left undeveloped or are used in tbe wrong 
direction tho world cannot attain its high- 
est advancement. Shall we further the 
world's progress or shall we hinder itf" 


The ClaH HUtory. 


Tbe history of tbe class of 1890 was 


given by James Parish. 
He began bis 


address by telling of the first impressions 
and sensations of tbe members of the class 
when they entered upon their duties as 
students of the Decatur High School on 
September 8, 1899, and traced] tbe his- 
tory of the doings down to the present 
lime. The class numbered 169 boys and 
girls. 
The historian described tbe differ- 


ent branches of study which were taken 
up and told of the progress made oy the 
class. After the second year Miss French 
and the principal, Mr. Lee, left the school. 
The class felt that the letter's position 
conld never again be filled with so com- 
petent a man but they realized when tbe 
>resent principal, Mr. Sheppard, WBB 
rat in charge that they bad an excellent 
nstructor. It was under his direction 
that the "High School Observer" was 
naugurated, through his aid that the lit- 
erary societies were placed on their pres- 
ent excellent standing and through bis 
nfiuence that tho existing school spirit 
was brought to life. The reception ten- 
dered the class by Misses Crava'th and 
Lockett was mentioned as an event of the 
unlor year. 


The last year in the school was spoken 


of as betng the best of tbe course. 
Tbe 


listorian spoke of the entertainments 
which has been given in honor of the son- 
ars by Messrs. Dickson, Johnson, Meyers 
and Quinine; by Miss Ullrich and bv tbe 
members of the junior class. Tho present 
officers of tbe class are: Gun Johnson, 
iresiiiont; Mary Tolliday, vice president; 
Adella Bishop, secretary and Herbert Fell 
ireasuror. 


In behalf tho class the speaker thanked 


Miss Elder, in whose room tbe members 
sat, for tbe klndneaa she hod shown them. 
She gave them a farewell party last Friday 
night and Mr. Sbeppard entertained tbe 
class Tuesday evening. The other teach- 
ers spoken of In connection with the class 
life were Mis? Howes, Miss Glllura, Miss 
Cravatb, Miss Coolidge and Prof. Coon- 
radt. Considerable talent of different 
kinds was developed in the class. Among 
the musicians were Misses Stout and Tul- 
lis and Messrs. Church, Mann. Pease and 
Dunston. Tbe athlete of tbe class was 
Qua Johnson; the ball players, Messrs, 
lueth, Boggusa, Halno and Fields: tho 
poets, Miss Bivans and Miss Plumer; the 
comedian, Graver Haine and the orators, 
Miss Tolliday, Miss Bishop and especially 
Frank Dlckson, the latter being spoken of 
as the pride of the o|ass.

The Valedictory was given by Miss 


Adelia Bisohp. The address had been 
carefully prepared and the young lady de- 
livered it excellntly. Her subject .was" Illi- 
nois and the Nation." She spoke of the 
prominent and important part that Illi- 
nois holds in the United States of Amer- 
ica.
